“The large number of 
Negro major leaguers and the 
high salaries of black super- 
stars have contributed to the 
itusion that racial inequities 
do not exist in baseball,” 
Scully said. “This section 
establishes that with the 
signing of Robinsan 
discrimination was not 
eliminated, but simply 
became more.subtie in form.” 

He. charged that. the 
reserve clause fosters this 
discrimination because it 
eliminates all freedom-of- 
movement opportunity for the 
black player and puts him at 
the mercy of the team that 
owns him, 

Yet, the author says, 
eliminating ‘the reserve 
clause probably would push 
salaries of ‘both white and 
black players higher and also 
reduce the number of jobs for 
black players. 

To prove that, Scully traced 
the history of blacks in 
organized baseball and used 
statistical data to prove his 
assertions- that ‘Negro 
baliplayers face markedly stif- 
fer entrance requirements 
and earn significantly less for 
equivalent performarice than 
whites do,” 

* Some of the major points of 
his conclusions: were: 
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*Superior performance ap- 
pears to be a requirement for 
the entry and retention of 
blacks in the game. Using 
lifetime batting average as 
the measure of ability for 
nonpitchers, he says a racial 
difference of 20 points 
existed between 1953 and 
1965 and‘that there is no 
evidence that the differential 
is narrowing. 

*Blacks must spend a 
fonger period in the majors 
before they can expect equal 
pay for equal performance. 
The better the level of the 
player, the larger the salary 
gap. The exceptional out- 
fielder will never earn as 
much as the —exteptionat 
white outfielder.
